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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the recited electrode pad on a conductive 
semiconductor substrate comprising an insulating material film on the conductive 
substrate having a first thickness region and a second thickness region, where a 
characteristic impedance of the electrode pad almost matches the characteristic 
impedance of an external device connected to the electrode pad.
